Geneva, November 25.—The 
league of nations has, for the first 
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time, appealed officially to the 
United States, as a great disinter- 
ested: nation, to intervene in the 
Armenian problem. 

The league asks America to nego- 
tiate between the Armenian lead- 
ers and Mustapha Kemal, head of 
the Turkish nationalists.” It stipu- 
lates that the United States. if the 
task {is accepted, shall undertake 
no mandatory obligations. 

In taking this action, league offi- 
clals have accepted, at least tem- 
“‘porarily. the American decision not 
to enter the league at its face value.

The text of the message to Presi-} 
dent Wilson follows: 

“The assembly of,.the league of 
nations passed on November 22 a 
resolution couched in the following 
terms: ‘The assembly, anxious to 
eo-operate with the council in order 
to put an end, within the shortest 
time possible, to the horrors of the 
Armenian tragedy, has requested 
the council to arrive at an under- 
standing with the governments with 
the view of entrusting a power with 
the task of taking necessary meas- 
ures to stop hostilities between the 
Kemalists and the Armenians.’ 

“The council of the learue has, 
‘after consideration, decided to trans- 
mit this resolution to the govern- 
ment of all states members of the 
league and also to the government 
of the United States. The object 
is ‘to find a power which will use 
its good offices to put an end, as 
speedily as possible, to the present 
terrible tragedy. 

“The proposal] does not involve a 
repetition of the invitation to accept 
a mandate or Armenia. The 
coyncil does not wish to suggest an 


assumption of duties which might 
be unwelcomed, but has felt bound 
to offer to the United States the 
opportunity of undertaking this hu-

| Mr. Colby goes on to say that “it 
would seem essential that suitable 
|'publicity should be given. to the 
drafts of mandates which it is the 
int@ntion to submit to the council, 
in order that the fullest opportunity 
may be afforded to consider their 
terms in relation to the obligations 
‘assumed by the man@atory power, 
‘and the respective interests of all 
| governments, which are or deem 
‘themselves concerned or affected.” 
Potential Economie Strife. 
“The fact cannot be ignored,” Mr. 
‘Colby continues, “that the reported 
'résources of Mesopotamia have in- 
‘terested public opinion of the United 
‘States, Great Britain and other 
countries as a potential subject of 
economic strife. Because’ of that 

fact they become an outstanding il- 
-justration of the kind of economic 
question with reference to which 
‘the mandate principle was especial- 
ly designed, and, indeed, a peculiar- 
‘ly critical test of the good faith of 
the nations which have given their 
adherence to the principle. This 
principie was accepted in the hope 
of obviating in the future those in- 
ternational differences that grow 
out of a desire for the exclusive 
control of the resources and mar- 
kets of annexed territories.” 

Mr. Colby then frankly states that 
the American government “finds 
difficulty in reconciling” the spe- 
cial arrangement set forth in the 
so-called “San Remo petroleum 
agreement 
and France, with the British gov- 
ernment’s statement that the petro- 
leum resources of Mesopotamia, and 
freedom of action in regard thereto, 
will be secured to the future Arab 
state, as yet unorganized. 

“Furthermore,” he says, “it is 
difficult to harmonize that claims 
relating to these resources still re- 
main in their pre-war position, and 
have yet to receive, with the estab- 
lishment of the Arab state, the 
equitable consideration promised by 
his majesty’s government. 

Ex-Parte Action Barreds 

“This government hag noted in 
this connection a public statement 
of his majesty’s minister in charge 
of petroleum affairs to the effect 
that the San Remo agreement was 
based on the principle that the con- 
cessions granted by the former 
Turkish government must be honor- 
ed. It would be reluctant to as- 


sume that. his majesty’s government 
has already undertaken to pass 
judgment upon the validity of con- 
cessionary claims in the regions 
concerned, and to concede validity 
to certain of those claims which

how to construe the provision of the 
San Remo agreement that any pri- 
vate petroleum company which may 
devel6dp Mesopotamian oil fields 
‘shall’ be under permanent British 
control.’ ” 


United States and Oil Supply. 


Referring to “some allusion” made 
in the original British note to Amer- | 
ican supremacy in the petroleum in- | 
dustry, Mr. Colby says that to cor- 
rect a misapprehension, “which your 
note reflects,” he will state that 
“the United States possesses only 
one-twelfth, approximately, of 
the petroleum resources .of_ the 
world,” and thatthe oil resources 
of no other nation have been so 
largely drawn upon for foreign | 
needs.”’ 

“But it is not these aspects of | 
oil production and supply, in so far | 
as they are of domestic interest to 
the United States, with which I am 
concerned in this discussion,” says 
the secretary of state in conclu- 
sion. “I have alluded to them in 
order to correct confusing infer- 
ences, liable to arise from certain 
departures, which I believe I discern 
in your lordship’s communication, 
from the meagreeods fone, principles of 
& mandate as evolved and sought to 
be applied by the allied and asso- 
ciated powers to the _ territories, 
brought under their temporary do- 
minion, by their joint struggle and 
common victory. 

“This dominion will be wholly 
misconcelved, not to say abused, if 
there is even the slightest devia- 
tion from the spirit and the ex- 
slusive purpose of a trusteeship as 
strict as it is comprehensive.”

manitafian task, since the fate of 
Armenia always has been of special 
interest to the American people, and 
the president. of the United States 
has already agreed to delimit the 
boundaries of that country.

The message is signed by Paul 
Hymans, president of the council 
of the league of nations. 

Announcement of the league 
council’s action on this point was 
the outstanding feature of Thurs- 
day’s session. 

China to Appeal Against Japan. 

The assembly will soon be faced 
with another delicate poblem for 
adjustment, this time in the Far 
East. China intends to introduce 
‘the Shantung fssue at the eaniest 
possible moment with a demand that 
Japan’s activities in the Orient be 
checked “up, and that the Pacific 
ocean be safeguarded for other na- 
tions. , 

According to the most authorita- 
tive information, Dr.. Wellington 
Koo will make the proposal for 
league action. To the United News 
Dr. Koo said Thursday: 

“We will inject the Shantung is- 
sue into the assembly discussions 
in some form during the present 
conference. I am unable to state 
just what course will be followed, 
however. Public opinion in China 
is demanding some action imme- 
diately. The situation at Shantung 
is critical, and the issue is vital to 
China. ° 

“Japanese troops are stationed in. 
the interior of Shantung, and the 
Japanese policy is wholly unau- 
thorized and unjustifiable, consti- 
tuting an affront to China’s integ- 
rity. The question is very impor- 
tant, as it affects the United States. 
The entire future of the Pacific de- 
pends upon China’s being permit- 
ted untrammeled development.” 
“It is understood that Dr. Koo is 
pessimistic of the success of the 
present protest, but he intends to 
keep the Alsace-Lorraine of the 
Orient before the worid until the 
United States enters the field. He 
believes that many breakers are 
ahead, and that the cleverest manip- 
ulation is necessary “if the organ- 
ization is not to be shipwrecked on 
the reefs of national aspirations and 
racial antagonisms.” 

Commenting on the disarmament 
program, Dr. Koo pointed out that 
it is impossible to proceed at the 
present time, 

One practical accomplishment,” 
he said, “is worth a score of im- 
practical theories. It is better to 


proceed slowly than quickly on

New York, November 25.—The 
usual Thanksgiving day here was 
violent interrupted shortly aft- 
er no when crowds who had at- 
tended -a high requiem mass in 
men ory. of Terrence MacSwiney, 
former lord mayor of Cork, rioted 
at the sight of a British flag dec- 
orating the facade of the Union 
club across Fifth avenue, from St.

After a fight participated in by 
hundreds of Irish sympathizers, in 
the course of which plate-glass 
windows of the club were shattered 
by missiles hurled by members of 


the mob, order was restored when 
a cordon of 200 police established 
itself around the building. The 


union jack, which was the cause of 


the asseult, though taken down at 
the first demand of the crowds and 
subsequently replaced, still was 
draped over the sidewalk with the 
emblems of France and the United 
States when the fracas ended. 


Vain Plea by Priest. 


Wher the clamor of the first rush 
on the offending banner was at its 

height, the Right Rev. Michael J. 
Lavelle, rector of St. Patrick’s, 
called in his ministerial robes, 
rushed out of the church and plead- 
ed in vain with the leaders to quell 
the disturbance. 

After mounted and motorcycle 
police had dispersed the assaulting 
forces a survey of the field of bat- 
tle revealed casualties including a 
dozen or more slightly injured who 
had been struck by flying bricks. 
All windows on the lower floor of 
the club had been smashed, 

Before the beginning of the Mac- 
Swiney mass the attendance at 
which taxed the capacity of the 
great cathedral, a delegation of 
Irish requested that the British flag 
be removed.

Great Britain plans war of ex- 
termination on the Irish people, ac- 
cording to the report submitted to 
the Atlanta council of the Friends 
of Irish Freedom, by M. C. Carroll, 
Atlanta delegate to the investigation 
held in Washington by the Ameri- 


can commission, upon his return 
from the national capitol. 

The report of Mr. Carroll stated 
that a member of the town council 
of an Irish town testified that he 
had been forced to flee from Ireland 
after the passport given him by the 
British had been taken from him. 
Asked how many “black and tan” 
troops were in his town. he replied 
that such an inquiry in Ireland 
would cost a life. 

Two Americans testified, Mr. Car- 
roll reported, that British troops had 
refused to recognize their rights as 
American citizens. One stated that 
a British sol r had warned him 
that he would ‘shoot him with his 
revolver if he made any trouble, 
the report said, while the other told 
of seeing troops grind a picture of 
George Washington under his heel. 

The report told of the ovation 
riven de Valera and the decision to 
broaden the scope of the organiza- 
tion.

Coffee and tea drinking in child- 
rood are prolific, of peevishness, 
nervousness, bed-wetting, and in my 
own opinion, of malnutrition and 
defective growth. i 
Fresh milk is the child’s bever- 
age. After the age of sixteen years 
@ small quantity of cocoa or choc- 
olate may be used to flavor the 
milk, though cocoa and chocolate 
have practically the same effect As 
tea and coffee, and can scarcely be 
deemed beneficia, vr essential for 
a child of any age. The addition 
of a small quantity of cocoa or choc- 
olate to a considerable quantity of 
fresh (never canned, condensed or 
dry milk substitutes) often makes 
the beverage appeal to a child who 


hmay refuse to drink milk hot or 


cold or otherwise flavored. In that 
case the cocoa or chocolate may 
be justifiable.

Error About Length of Laps. 
Officials of the Aero Club of 
America, which conducted the race, 
first having estimated the course 
as 140 miles in length, announced 
immediately after the race that 
Mosley’s average speed was 188.4 
miles an hour, a new world’s record. 


However, a careful re-scaling of 
the official map tonight showed 
that the laps were slightly more 
than 32 miles in length, instead of 
35, the average speed on the cor- 
rected length being cut down 10 
miles an hour. It is expected that a 
survey of the course will be made 
in order that exact computation 
may be established. 

The present world’s aviation 
speed record is held -.by Sadi 
Lecointe, winner of the recent Gor- 
don Bennett trophy race in France, 
who averaged 187 miles an hour in 
a special contest at Villa Coublay, 
near Paris, ten days after he won 
the international trophy. In the 
Gordon Bennett race over a course 
of 186.3 miles, Lecointe, averaged 
slightly more than 169 miles an 
hour, although he had made 1741-2 
miles an hour in the trials.

Beaten Ukraine Forces Are 
in Flight—Russians and 
Poles Almost Clash. 


Warsaw, 
Associated Press.)—Armed conflict 
between Polish forces and bolshe- 
vik troops which have reached the 
Polish frontier alung the Zbrucz 
river was narrowly averted when 
the bolsheviki began a bombari- 
ment of the town of Fodwoloczysk4, 
about 25 miles east of Tarnopol. 
Polish military authorities protest- 
ed against the bambardment, which 
caused ¢he deaths of five persons 
and serious injury of 16 others. 

The Poles were preparing tv at- 
tack the bolsheviki when the, v»m- 
bardment stopped, and the asadviet 
commander sent a delegation to the 
town, explaining the piace ws fired 
upon becauBe of a misunderstand- 
ing. The bolsheviki believed the 
place was east of the “ir.uistice line 
and in the hands of Ukrainians. 

General Permykin’s Russian army, 
which has attemptted to co-operate 
with Simon Petlura’s Ukrainians, 
has virtually been destroyed, it 1s 
said in dispatches from Tarnopoi, 
and the bolsheviki have reacned 
the eatern bank of the Zbruez along 
its entire length. Reports also in- 
dicate that Petlura’s .army cum- 
manded by General Pavienko, has 
been wiped out. More than 25,- 
000 fugitives from these armies have 
recently crossed the Tlolish frontier, 
and have been disarmed by the Poies 
and ‘sent to various internment 
camps,

The Georgia backfield seemed 
to have found its true stride this 
afternoon, and their work turned 
the game into a dual track meet, 
for the greater part of the contest. 
Long runs by “Buck” Cheves, Fits 
and Dick Hart!:y, and the brilliant 
line lunging of Dave Collings 
Stawell havoc with the Clemson 
eleven. 

Same Old Line. 


The Georgia line was the same 
one that met Alabama, with the 
exception of Mark Anthony, who 
handled the right ,guard position 
this afternoon. 

The work of the two Georgia 
flankrien, Reynolds and Page Ben- 
nett, accounted greatly for the zero 
total of the Tigers. 

Owen Reynolds was in the thick 
of every play. and never missed his 
man once.* Page Bennett was a 
worthy running mate of Owen, and 
was a stellar performer through- 
out. As to the Georgia line, the 
work of Pew, Day, Whelchel, An- 
thony and Joe Bennett was superb.

At the Kansas City race, July 
1917, O'Donnell had a smash-up 
which shattered one of his arms. 
He did not race again until last 
year, when he drove in two races, 
both at Sheepshead Bay, New York.

of Old Ballads 


An audience of grand opera pro- 
portions heard Amelita Galli-Curci 


at the Auditorium last night, and 


in this, her third concert‘in At- 


lanta, she sang with her accustomed 
rare charm, and .scored a popular 
Success, especially with the last 
tait of her program, which was 
quite equal to the receptions which 
have greeted her former appear- 
ances. 

She sang a generous program, be- 
vyinning with old French and Italian 
songs, which released at once, 
through their richness of melody 
and simplicity of style, that melli- 
fluous flow of tone, utterly without 
effort of production, which is to 
some minds a greater attraction in 
the art of this prima donna, than 
her more famous qualities pf vocal 
dexterity. An air from mnam- 
bula introduced the plaintive note 
in the singer’s voice. which is so 
well capitalized in parts like the 
Bailini heroine, and that of Lucia. 

“Depuis le jour” from Charpen- 
tier’s* “Louise” did not have the 
poignancy that other singers of 
lesser claims to voice-can impart, 
but Galli-Curci translated with bril- 
liance a Traviata air, :“:id her Theme 
and Variations by Mozart, adapted 
by Adams, was an exposition which 
matched the flute that provided the 
obligato in even balance .of tone, 
in maintenance of sweetness and 
clarity, in careless skill, through 
passages of most florid and difficult 
demand, r 


Songs in Lighter Vein. 


A gay Spanish song revealed in 
the diva a coquettish spirit of which 
she is chary, but has no need to be, 
and of the modern things, a song of 
Winter Roses by Fontenailles, was 
sung with the poetry of interpre- 
tation that well suited its exquisite 
character. “When Chloris Sleeps,” a 
song by Homer Samuels, who was 
Mme. Galli-Curci’s accompanist, was 
x<o0d music, and Novello’s “Little 
Damozel’”’ was infused with an arch- 
ness that described the whole qual- 
ity of the song. 

There were two surprises in Mme. 
Galli-Curc’’s concert. One was her 


excellent English and her intelli- 


gent enunciation of it, and the 
other was-the charm of her revival 
of sentimental ballads of twenty, 
thirty years ago, and more. 


Anything more exquisite than her 
singing of “I Cannot Sing the Old 
Songs: They Are Too Dear to Me 
it would be hard to imagine, 50 
tender, so unassuming, so “of the 
heart” it was, unless there might be 
those in. whose minds there would 
sound longer her “Home, Sweet 
Home.” 


Not all the great singers can do 
these apparently simple things with 
the simpticity that is their charm. 
But Galli-Curci, whatever may be 
the ‘disputes about her colorature, 
and how she compares with Sem- 
brich, Jenny Lind, Patti, and all the 
great names of prima donna his- 
tory, has no apologies to make for 
the way she sang last night these 
two ballads. 

One little detail that marred the 
verfection of the closing song, how- 
ever, was the high note at the end. 
Tt sounded too much like exploita- 
tion of the voice, at the expense of 
the sincerity of the song.
